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Parents question 
school board

On Monday, after completion of this 
month’s school business, the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education listened 
to representatives of about 35 parents and 
others in their audience. 

One of the issues was the recent 
announcement by School Supt. Michael 
Van Tassel that he was investigating the 
high MSTEP scores of Savage Elementary 
chool after an alleged inquiry from the 
state. 

Parent Michael Gentz began the questions 
saying he was offended on behalf of 
the staff, He said his own students took 
those tests and he was surprised to see 
Van Tassel's letter in the paper and on the 
district Website, He said a similar incident 
happened at Haggerty Elementary a few 
years back and there was never a word 
about it from the district. 

He said in the recent MSTEP results. 
Tyler Elementary doubled its proficiency 
rate from 32 to 62 and nothing was said 
about it 

Gentz said students at Savage, eight or 
nine years of age, were questioned about 
the tests that were taken months earl 
Faculty members were questioned without 
union representation. 

“They are trying to find something bad,” 
he said, asking if the letter from the state 
that brought on this investigation could be 
made public. 

“The staff of Savage is being thrown 
under the bus,” Gentz said. He said his son 
had sheer exhaustion over taking several 
days of testing and, “My own child's test 
called into question.” 

School Board president Brent Mikulski 
said the district received a communication 
from the state on Friday and the district 
will have a discussion with the parents, 
“once we understand” what it says. 

Gentz asked for a report on the progress of

Rytman insisted that the first thing a 
Human Resources officer does when 
someone resignsis tohave an exit interview.

School Board votes to put 18-mill 
renewal on May 3 election ballot

‘The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education voted unanimously on Monday 
to place the renewal of an 18-mill non- 
Homestead property tax on the May 3 
election ballot. This time it will run for 10 
years. 

Finance Director Shareen Barker said the 
district would lose $9.6 million a year if 
the 18 mills weren't renewed, about 21% 
of the budget. 

Barker explained that with the inception of 
Proposal A in 1994, property taxes paid by 
Michigan homeowners were dramatically 
reduced and limited future 
Property is now classified as homestead and 
non-homestead, Homestead is considered 


to be a Michigan resident's home. Business 
property, rental housing, and vacation 
homes are considered to be non-homestead 
property. Property that is not homestead 
and not qualified agricultural property can 
be assessed up to an additional 18 mills for 
local school operating purposes, she said. 

She said Van Buren Public Schools 
Voters approved a renewal of the 18-mill 
non-homestead operating millage on Nov. 
8, 2011, which is scheduled to expire with 
the December 2016 levy. She said the 
board had the option of either bringing the 
renewal forward for another five years or 
for 10 years. She recommended 10 years. 

The renewal would generate about 
$9,634,689 annually, Barker said

School Supt. Michael Van Tassel said 
with it being on the May 3 election, if the 
millage fails, “We could go again.” 

‘There was some discussion about Public 
Act 269 newly signed by the governor that 
limits schools, libraries, city governments, 
and other groups from releasing any kind 
of information on a ballot question 60 days 
before an election. 

‘That means they have until March 3 
to get information out to the voters, said 
board president Brent Mikulski.

Court Watching: 

School district says 
employee embezzled, 
but he got his job back

David Scott Fletcher was before 34° District 
Court Judge David Parrott on Jan. 6 after the 
Van Buren Public Schools complained he had 
committed embezzlement. 

Fletcher took a plea deal, pleading no contest 
to a charge of “attempted embezzlement” and 
had immediate sentencing. He asked to plea no 
contestinstead of guilty because ofa “preliminary 
civil case.” according to his attorney. 

‘The attorney said Fletcher already had given 
restitution, returning the items. 

Fletcher explained he was terminated and had 
in his possession a pager, work shirts, and keys. 
Reports said he was fired for driving a school 
vehicle while on prescription medication for a 
health problem, 

His attorney said Belleville Police Cpl. Kris 
Faull was called in to get the items from him. 
Fletcher said he was confused and thought he 
could keep the items until his arbitration case 
was decided, 

It turns out he won at arbitration and is going 
back to work at the school district. 

Judge Parrot sentenced Fletcher to pay $495 
in fines and fees and to take an Economic Crime 
Course on line. 

If Fletcher has no further legal problems in the 
next three months, the charge will be dismissed. 

Present in the courtroom for the case were 
‘Van Buren Public Schools Director of Buildings 
and Grounds James Williams, Cpl. Faull, and 
Belleville Cpl, Todd Schrecengost.
